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Shreve, Crump & Low Co. Offer Reward 
for Return of Missing Necklace. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 1—Shreve, Crump 
& Low Co., Tremont and West Sts., have 
offered a reward of $300 for the return of a 
pearl necklace fastened with a diamond 
clasp, valued at $2,000, which disappeared 
mysteriously about 10 days ago. The case 
has been called to the attention of Chief 
Watts and he has notified the pawnbrokers 
of Boston, New York, Providence, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago and other large cities to 
be on the lookout for it. 

The only clue, if it can be called such, is 
that on the day of the disappearance an el- 
derly woman, accompanied by a young girl, 
called at the store and spent considerable 
time in looking at various pieces of valu- 
able jewelry, including the necklace. No 
purchases were made on that day, and the 
woman and girl finally departed, taking 
with them a list of articles, with the prices, 
and it is possible the necklace departed with 
them. 


Two Members of the Boston Jewelry and 
Optical Trade Swindled. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 1—Two business 
men in the Jewelers building, N. Her- 
cules, jeweler, and H. L. Houghton, opti- 
cian, are regretting the confidence placed in 
a man professing to be M. Bierman, of 
Worcester, Mass., about to open a store in 
that city. The stranger called on Mr. Her- 
cules, mentioned a well known Worcester 
member of the trade and stated that he 
was about to open a store near this man. 
The supposed purchaser said he was ready 
to pay cash and selected goods valued at 
$150 and asked to have them sent to the 
Adams House, the next day, when he would 
pay for them. He said he wanted some 
optical goods and Mr. Hercules introduced 
him to Mr. Houghton, who, taking it for 
granted he was all right, let him have, so it 
is said, $100 worth of goods. Mr. Hercules 
sent his goods by his young son to the 
Adams House, and told the boy to get the 
cash.

\mong the visitors to Mr. Gallingers 
store, yesterday afternoon, was a young 
man fashionably dressed and bedecked with 
fine jewelry, who asked to see some mount- 
ings for diamond rings. Mr. Gallinger step 
ped to the reat f his store where the goods 
sked for were stored in the safe. Che 
would-be purchaser, the instant Mr. Gallin 
gers back was turned, stepped on to a 

1all stool that was standing near a show 
ase, and, reaching across the counter, open 
ed the case. He grabbed a tray containing 
12 diamond rings, each of which was val- 
ued at $40 Mr. Gallinger’s attention was 
ittracted by e opening of the show case, 
and, turning around, he saw the diamonds 


ung man’s coat.

Mr. Gallinger, who is quite old, attempted 
to get around in front of the counter be- 
fore the thief could escape, but the latter 
lost no time in getting away. Running out 
into the street, the thief dashed down 12th 
St. and was soon lost 1n the throng of shop- 


pers. Three of the rings fell out of the tray 
as he ran hese were recovered and re- 
turned to the owner. The nine other rings 


were not found and the case was placed into 
the hands of the Bureau of Detectives. As 
yet the thief has not been apprehended.

Of course, that does not mean that there 
are that many watchmakers out of work. 
The applications come from employes of 
other watch factories and from old watch- 
makers who have drifted into other lines of 


employment.

It showed the President 
as his hand was grasped by the assassin 
who held his bandaged left hand, contain- 
ing the revolver, to the President’s breast. 
At night a device caused the window to be 
alternately in darkness and brightly light- 
ed. At intervals a flash of red fire was 
made to issue from the muzzle of the re- 
volver and shoot towards the President, 
closely followed by a second flash, giving 
a startlingly realistic representation of the 
two fatal shots 

But the climax of the McKinley displays 
came a few days later, when Mr. McDow- 
ell showed a representation of the electrocu- 
tion of Czolgosz. This event was recorded 
in Tue CrircuLar-WEEKLY, Sept. 18. <A 
cheering and eager crowd of over 1,000 peo- 
ple watched the exhibition as long as it con- 
tinued. 

During a Grand Army reunion in Arkan- 
sas City, the second week of September, 
Mr. McDowell was unanimously awarded 
first prize of $25 for having the best store 
decorations and another prize for best win- 


dow display. Both were elaborate and en- 


tirely appropriate to the occasion. The 
material used had, much of it, real his- 
torical interest. A cannon and a Grand 


Army badge 25 feet high were features and 
he had, also, 68 badges of the various corps 
and divisions of the army. His front win- 
dow, with the large picture of Lincoln and 
colored changing lights, presented an attrac- 
tive appearance at night. The flag above 
the picture was draped around Lincoln’s pic- 
ture in Judge Bonsall’s tent at Chattanooga 
when the news of the President’s assas- 
sination was received. A musket in the 
window was captured from a rebel and a 
sword belonged to Capt. Rice, of Ohio. A 
battle axe was brought from the Mexican 
war by Mr. McDowell’s grandfather, Alex- 
ander McDowell. 

Such striking window displays as these 
must be of real news value and, consequent- 
lv, Mr. McDowell’s store receives constant 
notice in the local papers. These are what 
are referred to in his letter to this journal 
as “gratuitous locals.” At the same time 
his space in the advertising columns is kept 
occupied by interesting matter, making each 
method work with the other. This is the 
wording of one of the ads.:

REMINISCENT OF FIFTY YEARS AGO. 





MONG the many important features of 
the jubilee edition of the New York 
Times, issued to commemorate the 50th an- 
niversary of that newspaper, were the ad- 
vertisements of New York city houses, who 
have been in business a half century or 
longer. Included in this number was an 
ad. of Black, Starr & Frost, whose business 
was established in 1810. They reproduced 
a notice of the dissolution of partnership of 
the old firm of Ball, Tompkins & Black, 
which was published in the first issue of the 
Times, Sept. 18, 1851, and in their adver- 
tisement in the jubilee edition of that paper 
the firm outlined the history of the concern, 
the combination being historically valuable 
and interesting. The advertisement is re- 
produced here:

of this country. 

The remark is often heard that an arti 
san is diligent; that is to say, that he does 
his work quickly and does it well. In 
most of these cases, if you look at the arti 
san while at work you will not discover 
any special sign of activity. He works dil- 
igently but calmly; none of his movements 
shows precipitation; he does not handle his 
tools twice as rapidly as others. What, 
then, are the causes of his alleged diligence ? 
These are numerous. 

In the first place, there are his natural 
qualities—intelligence, aptness and accuracy 
of vision. Next, the instruction he has re 
ceived, practice and experience, which con 
tribute to develop his natural traits. There 
are other causes which appear secondary 
but are of prime importance, which may 
be acquired by force of will, such as order, 
neatness and system. Order in the work- 
box, on the work-bench and in the draw- 
ers where the tools are kept is in general 
too much neglected by workmen, as well as 
the cleanliness of the bench. Time in ar- 
ranging and cleaning is considered lost, but 
infinitely more time is lost in the end by 
such neglect. 

The bench is: often overloaded with im- 
plements not needed for the work in hand. 
When a tool is required the eye and hand 
are wearied in searching for it and the 
workman sometimes loses his temper. If 
the bench is coated with dust, the handles of 
the tools will be grimed, the hands will be 
soiled and when carried to the drawers, will 
leave some of the dust and multiply the ill 
effects. 

Watchmakers in general cannot readily 
dispense with a, quantity of articles of lit- 
tle or no value which are kept under the 
impression that they will be of use some 
time or other. During a succession of 


months and sometimes of years, these, like 
true parasites, monopolize the space de- 
signed for the conceal them and ren 
der searching difficult.

casioned by a previous accumulation on the 
work bench. For such articles which may 
never be used there should be a separate 
place of deposit. When there is plenty of 
room in the drawers the workman will find 
it easy, after finishing a piece of work, 
put away the tools not needed for the next 
job. This will bring to view any want of 
cleanliness on the bench and he will find 
very soon that he has secured a saving of 
time. 
System in working can be acquired only 
by experience. Often the methodical proc- 
esses learned after much application in the 
schools or apprenticeship, appear to begin- 
ners as too long, and they are too ready to 
be influenced by the smiles and comments 
of some of the workers, too old 
and self-opinionated to ever get out of a 
When an operation is commenced it 
is necessary to foresee what is to be done 
and the suitable way of setting about it 
The tools should be arranged and no part 
of the work omitted until completely fin- 
ished. Young workmen are too much dis- 
posed to put off the correction of defects. 
In this way the memory is not afterwards 
sufficiently fresh, and it is only when the 
pieces are put together that the effects of 
neglect are discovered and repairs become 
Often such things escape the eye 
of the workman and are discovered by the 
customer who sends back the watch to be

The Demand for Ivory. 
HE development of the trade of the 
Congo Free State has made Ant- 
werp the most important ivory market in 
the world. The imports into Antwerp from 
the Congo Free State began about 13 years 
ago, when about 12 tons were imported. 
This rose rapidly until imports from the 
Congo are now some 200 tons, or about a 
fifth of the ivory used in the world, the to- 
tal yearly supply of ivory, which has 
doubled in the past 15 years, being from 
800 to 1,000 tons. About one-half of this 
comes from east and west Africa in nearly 
equal proportions, the rest being divided be- 
tween South Africa, Egypt, India and the 
fossil ivory which comes from Siberia, the 
tusks of extinct mammoths. This increase 
in supply has not prevented a still larger 
increase in prices, and at the quarterly Ant- 
werp sale, which is just over, English news- 
papers report that American buyers bought 
practically the whole of the ivory in the 
market. Teeth which were valued at the 
last quarterly sale at $190 per hundred- 
weight brought $270, an increase of about 
one-half, and all grades rose correspond- 
ingly. 

“No such sudden increase in price has 
taken place in ivory during the 30 years 
in which its quotations have been steadily 
rising. In the 20 years from 1871 to 1891 
ivory rose about one-half value. Ele- 
phants’ tusks and teeth grade in so many 
ways as to color, fineness, texture and size, 
and, as with diamonds, the price of a tooth 


increases so rapidly with its size that a 
comparison in prices is not easy. The con- 
tinuous record kept by a London firm 


shows that hard, sound East Indian teeth, 
each from 50 to 70 pounds in weight, rose 
from $165 per hundredweight in 1871 ‘o 
$320 per hundredweight in 1891. The in- 
crease had progressed pretty steadily 
throughout this period, with a fall in 1879, 
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rose again in 1883 nearly to the prices 
reached later in 1891 and a decrease in 
1887. All grades of ivory rose in the same 
fashion in the same period, about doubling 
in value. They fell in 1894 about 10 per 
cent., and, in spite of the large increase in 
supply from the Congo Free State, they 
have steadily advanced since, until they 
have now made a sudden advance which 
carries ivory past all previous records. 

“Unless the elephant is preserved on a 
large scale ivory is certain to disappear as 
an article of extensive commerce. The 
German East African colonies have made 
an extensive preserve; another exists in 
Uganda; a Khedival decree issued not long 
since made a monopoly of the ivory trade on 
the Nile for the purpose of preserving the 
animal about its head waters. A rising 
convention, in which the European nations 
holding territory in northern Africa share, 
has provided tor an extensive preserve of 
the larger African animals. Our own im- 
ports of ivory have increased from 243,236 
pounds in 1891 to 353,423 in 1900. Eng- 
lish exports, taking ivory in all its forms, 
have continued for many years at about 
500 tons a year, about half of the amount 
used by the world, and this has for the 
last 10 years continued steadily at about 
$2,250,000 a year, the decrease in quality 
making up for the increase in price.”—E.x- 
change.

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JEWELRY REPAIRING—(Continued) 
Impressions.—Engravers frequently desire 
take a print or impression of a fine piece
